Again the Democrats of the Honse

Warden Durston turned to the as-

around the execution chair—and said: 


'Do the doctors say It is all right?" 
Hardly a minute had elapsed since 


the adjustment of the straps. There 
was no time for Kommler to have weak- 
ened, even if his marvelous courage 
lad not boon equal to the test of fur- 
ther delay. But there is no fear that 
10 would havo lost courage He 
was 


as calm in the chair as he had been be- 
'ore he entorod the room, and during 
the process of his confinement by the 
.traps which held him close. 


At tho warden's question, Dr. Fell 


,tepped forward with a long syringe in 
hh hand and quickly, but deftly, wetted 
the two sponges which were at the 
electrodes—one on top of the head and 
the other at the base of the spine. Tha 
water which he put on them was im- 
iregnated with salt. 


Dr. Spiza answered

question with a sharp "All right," 
which was echoed by others about him. 


"Ready?" said Durston again, and

In almost immediate response, and as

Dr. Balch was bending over 


he body looking at the exposed skin. 
Suddenly he cried out sharply:

McDonold, see that rupture." In a mo- 
nwnt Dr. Spiza and Dr. McDonald had 
bent over, and were looking, where Dr. 
Dalch was pointing, at a little red spot 
,n the hand that rested on the light 
arm of the chair. The index finger ol 
he hand had curved backward as the 
flexor muscles 
contracted and had 


scraped a small hole in the skin at the 
base of the thumb on the back of the 
land. There was nothing strange in 
,hia alone, but what waa strange was 
,hat the little rupture^was dropping 
>lood. 


"Turn the current on instantly; this 


man is not dead!" oried Dr. Spiza. 
Faces grew white and forms fell back 
'rom the chair. 


Warden Durston sprang to the d<x^- 


way and cried: "Turn on the current!" 
3ut the current could not be turned on. 
When tho signal to stop had oome 
tho operator had pressed the little but- 
ton whiuh gave the signal to the en-

volt-meter registered 


an almost imperceptible current The 
operator sprang to the button and gave 
a sharp, quick signal. There wa» a 
rapid response, but quick as it was, It 
waa not quick enough to anticipate the 
signs of what may or may not have been 
reviving consciousness. As the group 
of horror-stricken witnesses stood help- 
,essly by, all eyes fixed on the chair, 
Kemmler's lips began to drip splttls, 
and in a moment more his mouth moved, 
and from his mouth came a heavy 
jtentorious sound, quickening and in- 
creasing 
with every 
respiration—if 


respiration it waa. There waa no voice, 
but that of the warden crying to the 
operator to turn on the current; and the 
wheeling 
sound—half 
groan—which 


forced Itself past the tightly-closed lips, 
sounded through the still chamber with 
ghastly distinctness. 
Some of the wit- 


ness turned 
away from 
the sight 


One of them lay down faint and sick. 
It takes a long time 
to tell 
the 


story. It seemed a long time in reach- 
ing a climax. In reality there were 
but seventy-three seconds in the inter- 
val which elapsed between the moment 
when the first sound issued from Kemm- 
ler's lips until the response to tho Sig- 
nal came from tho dynamo-room. 
It 


came with the same suddenness that 
had 
marked 
the first shock which 


passed through Kemmler's body. 
The 


sound which had horrified the listen- 
ers 
about 
tho 
chair 
was 
cut 


off sharply as the body once more 
became rigid. The slimy ooze still 
dropped from the mouth and ran slowly 
in three linos down the beard and on 
to the gray vest 
Twice there were 


twitchings of tho body as the elec- 
tricians in the next room turned the 
current on and off. There was to be no 
mistake this time about tho killing. 
The 
dynamo 
was run 
up to ita 


highest 
speed 
and 
again 
and 


again the full current of 2,000 volts 
was sent through the body in the chair. 
How long it was kept in action no one 
knows. To the excited group of men 
about the chair it seemed an intermin- 
able time. For the men who stood in 
front of the volt-meter in the adjoining 
room and threw the awltch-lever over 
backward and forward time had no 
measurement 


Dr. Daniel, who looked at his watch 


excitedly, and who thought he had an 
approximate Idea of the time, at least, 
said that it was four and a half minutes 
in all. The warden's assistant, who stood 
over tho dynamo said that on the sec- 
ond signal, the machinery was run only 
three and a half minutes altogether. 
It will never be known with any degree 
of accuracy what the space of time 
was. 
No one was anxious to give the 


signal 
to stop. All dreaded the re 


sponsibility of 
offering 
tho man a 


chance to revive or to give again at 
least those appearances of returning 
animation which 
had 
startled and 


sickened tho witnesses a few minutes 
before. 
As the anxious group stood 


silently watching the body, suddenly 
there arose from It a white vapor bearing 
with it a pungent and sickening odor. 
Tho body was burning. 
Again there 


were cries to stop the current and again 
the warden sprang to the door and gave 
the quick order to his assistants. The 
current stopped, and again there was 
the relaxation of the body. 
No doubt 


that this time the current had done its 
work—if not well, at least completely. 


It is said to-night that George B. 


Irish, of Albany, N. Y., pulled the 
lover which closed tho circuit through 
Kemmler's body. He was one of the 
4hrea persons in tho room adjoining tho 
execution cell. Tho other two were 
Electrician Davis and one of the prison 
keepers. 


Mr. Irish said to the special cor 


respondent of the United Presi thai 
the voltage was at no time below what 
the doctc rs had said last night it oughi 
to be. It is understood that the voltage 
was between ono thousand and fifteen 
hundred on the first shock, and that ii 
ran up to two thousand ou the second. 


The Autopiy. 


Aunurot, N. Y., Aug. 7.—Before 8:80 


a. m. most of the doctors had returned 
to the prison to prepare for the autopsy. 
The body of the dead man itlll sat in 
the electric chair, tho limbs rigid, the 
expression of the face (but for the ills- 
colorations of tbe skin) unchanged. 
The rigor or the body was a matter for 
comment and surprise among the phy 
aiclana. The jaw bad not fallen, anc 
the pleasant expression with which 
Kemmler had greeted tha witnesses aa 
he entered the execution room, still 
lingered about tbe features. 


It was determined that Dr. Jenkins, 


of New York, instead of Dr. Dante! 
should do the work with the surgeons' 
knife, because of big long experience 
in performing autopsies on persons 
killed by iluctrlolty. Both Dr. Danie 
and Dr. Jenkins stripped off thair coats 
and vests and the surgeons' case was 
opened and the glittering array ol 
knives and saws brought out 
The 


body was lifted from the chair anc 
placed on the table in tbe center of th»

room. It still preserve! Its 'rigidity. 
A small wooden box was placed under 
the head to support it and the limbs 
were straightened out as far as possi- 
ble. 
Then a convict was summoned 


from the prison to take off the clothing. 
The removal revealed a scar nearly 
five inches in diameter where the sec- 
ond electrode had pressed against the 
base of the spine, showing that the cur- 
rent had burned through into the flesh. 
The body looked healthy and well- 
nourished. 


Dr. Shardy at this point suggested 


the necessity of making the examina- 
tion as formal as though it was to be 
taken for original investigation, and 
volunteered to act as secretary, and 
take the report in short-hand. This 
was agreed upon ,and the first step taken 
was to bind a clinical thermometer to 
the nape of the neck and take the 
temperature. The record demonstrated 
that the man was dead beyond all 
question. 


The table, on suggestion, was moved 


over to the corner of the cell, directly 
under the window, where a better 
light could be had. When Itwaa in posi- 
tion a general survey at the body was 
taken, and its external condition care- 
fully noted. Then Dr. Jenkins took 
his surgeons' knife and began opera- 
tions. The body was cut open. 
The 


heart, lungs, and other organs were 
taken out, and their condition noted 
carefully. 
They we're 
all 
put in 


Mueller's fluid for preservation and fut- 
ure examination. 


When the organs of the trunk of the 


body had been examined carefully, the 
top of the skull was removed and *e 
brains. This was the most interesting 
feature ol the examination, 
as tho 


theory on which tho claims of greater 
humanity for this method of execution 
are based is the theory that the electric 
current paralyze?, the brain instantly and 
thus dulled all sensation. The physi- 
cians found evidence of the effect of tho 
current on the formation of tho skull, 
in the blood and on the brain tissue di- 
rectly beneath tho paint of contact 
which satisfied them that the paralysis 
of the brain was immediate. 


Dr. Shrady this afternoon transcribed 


hla notes and prepared them for tho sig- 
natures of tho examining surgeons, but 
some of them left tho city during tho 
afternoon, so tho report will not bo 
made immediately.

How solidly custom has grown at the 


circus is shown in the fact that the ring 
is always 42 feet 9 inches in diameter. 
Go where yon will, skirt the world from 
China to Pern, with diverging trips to 
the frosty Caucasus and the desert ol 
Sahara, look in all the great towns, 
Paris, Vienna, Babylon, and never a 
circus will you find without a ring 42 
feet 9 inches in diameter. So it always 
was and so it always will be. There is a 
reason for this remarkable uniformity. 
Circus riders and circus horses, natur- 
ally nomadic, are by their life made 
very much more so. 
% 
Wherever their wanderings bring them 


they must find the ring always the same, 
eke they will be disturbed in their per- 
formance, if not reidly rendered incapa- 
ble. Trained to the forty-two feet nine 
inch ring, the horse iind his rider have 
grown used, worn one mi^ht say, to the 
exact angle of declivity toward the cen- 
ter of the ring which the radius of twen- 
ty-one feet mid a given speed produce. 
Thi; mound on the circumference of the 
ring always hiis on the inside a bevel, so 
to speak, of earth, at the same angle as 
that into which radius and spoed throw 
the driver. As for speed, that, after the 
horse has gone round two or three times 
and is warmed to his work, is the same 
through the act. 
In fact, a cbrap gener- 


ally holds his head so that he cannot get 
beyond a certain pace. 


The ringmaster snaps his whip and 


walks about excitedly, the clown shouts 


Hi! hi!" tho rider skips about on the 


horse, to which he gives an occasional 
:lip with his whip, the band plays faster 
and faster, and louder and louder, with a 
preponderance of bass drum and cym- 
ual, and the horse jogs on at the same 
'Id pace, until with the last jump 
through a tissue balloon theact isended, 
jid Mile. Petitpas gracefully seats her- 
self on the flat saddle and shakes out her 
pangled skirts. Then the horse knows 
that that part of the show is over, and 
without waiting to be guided trots off to 
the stable tent, where his rider, if she be 
kindly disposed—and drcns riders al- 
ways are kind to their horses—gives him 
an apple or a bit of candy.—Boston 
Transcript.
